There messengers 1ook
the orders frow the officer on the quurterdeck,
and carried them to the forecastle, and lkowise
bronght the various reports from the oillser
stationed forward to those i command abaft.
Thence, from thelr station, these messencors
were called “widship-men,” It was from (his
clasa, and that of quartermasters, that the mas
ters' males were generally taken, as the contact
into whoeh they were generally thrown with
their superior officers led to this distinetion
when their conduet was meritorions. The pro-
motiuns Irom the class of midsbivmen were
much more numerous than trom among the
quarterniasters; the former being necessarily
sclected froin active voung men, while the law
ter wero taken irom the thoronghbred old tars,
The patronage invested in the captains of ships
of war gradually Jed to the wntroduction into
these stations of yonng men of reapectable fumi-
lies, who might, with a slizhl degree of interest,
hope for speedy advancement,

tor, a set of youngsters were introduced
into the service by what was culled a King's
letter—these wore called King's letter boys, nnd
were but little relished by the rougher ¢lass oi
their asgocintes, for having, ns they termod it,
“eome in al the cabin windows instead ol the
bawse-boles.” The midshipmen at fivst messed
with the shiv's company, naving one or more
tables civen them on the lower deck, according
to thelr number; they sfterwards, in some ves-
sels, Lad the head of one of the tiers given
them ns 0 mess-place, the quartermasters und
boatewnins' mates naving the other. Those
niidehipmen or masters' mates in whom the cap-

The term grog, as t& well known, was derived
from the rough *“‘grogram’ coat, or cloak, in
which Admiral Edward Vernon, of the British
Navy, was accostomed to wils the deck in bad
weather  Adwmiral Vernon, while in command
of the West India stution, and when extremely
Eﬂml“' on accaunt of his reduction of Porto

Lo in 1742, with s&lx men of war only, Intro-
duced this wixture of rum and water. The new
bevarage proved extremely popular, and was
named, by the men, “grog.” in honor of the Ad.
miral, A song, written on_hoard the Burford,
Vernon's flagshp, by Dr, Trotter, in 1781, in
commendation of the orign of grog, has been
preserved. 1t ends as tollows: —

As the advent of groy was welcomed with
Jovial ditty, so its departure from our HAVY Wias
lamented with melancholy music; a8 in the fol.

wa# forbidden by an act of Congress:—

The title “Post Captain” ori inated in the
British Navy in 1747 \Pha-n the rfu:k of L?apt:in
was first defined. Those captains who com.
manded “*Post Ships,” or what 1o the Royal
Navy are now called *Rated Ships,” took rank,
il of three years' standing, with army colonels,
and uutil the year 1524 the Na vy List described
them as "“Poit Captains,” The prefix “Pogt"
then disappeared, but without any order in
council or warrsnt being 1ssusd, Commls-
slons have mnever been frsued, either in the
Royal or the United States Navy, to “Post"
Cupruine, The term has been in use, how-
ever, ln. Oonr usavy w designate captaing
commanding fiigntes or large vessels over
compianders commanding ve.sels of emaller
size, who, in ordinary conversation, ure styled
Captaivs. Since the days of Van Tromp, the
Duteh Admiral, the {}ummht bas been the dis-
tinguishing mark of & 1pe-ol-war commanded oy
an officer under the rank of a Commodore or
Admiral, The pennant originated in the re-

Errors of the Mariner's Compass,

Very ently after the discovery and use of the
compass or mognefic neadle, the practioal expe.
1ience ol voyagers demonstra that it ia not
nl“uu the minllible und true guide at first
believed, ’

The variations of the needle from the true
north, arising irom genersl aa well ss local
causes, have attructed the attenvion ol the
rcientitie and curious, and weakened the contl-
dence ol hardy mariners who have perilied
thelr lves in an abidi falth ol ifa scouracy,
The distrust created in the mind of the seanian
has not been removed by the dissemination of
wustworthy Information n & popular form cal-
oulated to reach and benetit those whose lute.
rests are more deeply iuvolved. Eiforts have
been made by theorists (some of theim speoula.
tive sno very unsound) to sdvance their own
tdens by patented inventions and otherwise;

The deviations reeulting from theso causes aro
goveined somewha. by the location of the com-
pare,  With the binuscle aft, the atteaction will
t't- towiards the bows of the ship; with the bin-
nacle placed forwerd the stteaction will be to-
wards the storn.  Thuos a vessel in north laGitude
(eacluding other cavses), with the binnacle att
nod steering east, wounld bave the north pole of
the needle deflected 1o the eastward, und i1 steér-
ng east by compris would be making a course
south of the true east, If fteering west, tho
needle would be deflected to the west, and the
couree made would be south of the trae west, In
gouth Iatitude, the magoetic influenee I8 res
vereed, and & vesrel sicering east by west by
compass would maks a course north of the true
east or west, as the case may be, The alAraction,
when stecring worth or south, being ina lue
with the vessol's keel, would not cnuse n mate-
vinl devistion, but as it would vary at all the
intermedinte points of the compass, it should be
the subject of caroful observation by the intelir-
gent commander,

To moet persons i* probably seame to be neces-
eary to direet nitention to the ship's CoOmpnsses
only when the vessel has reached her comple-
tion, or is about to encounter the perils ol navi-
mbhon. Recent experiments, however, show the
mportance ol carciul ovservation from the lay-
ing ol the keel; for not anly the position in which
the vessel I8 buily, but the density of the iroun,
and even the amount of hammerlng, are points
which may control the direction ol the needlo,
and have effect upen the compass,

Soft iron aequires magnetic properiles with

great facility, and parts with them as readily;
while hard jron by bammering may scquire a
polarity which it dofs not rendily part with, The
mfluence of the position in which & vessel is
built is not confined to fron vessols, for wooden
onecg thus sequire o magznetismm of thelr own,
which frequently is not wholly lost until after
numerous voyages, The loss of gome vessels on
their first voyage may have resulted from the un-
known quantity of this disturbance,
It will be seem that the influences operating
upon the needle within the vessel are varied by
Intitude and the direction or course made. The
relative position of the mues of matter compos-
ing the vessel hos an fmportant bearing, Thus
# ship heeled to port would in morth laticude
have the uneedle deflected to the starbosrd.
owing to the incrensed muss of mutter Lronght
into the line of atiraction—the veverse occuriing
il ehe was healed to starboard,

Two menns have been chielly adopted to cor-
rect the errors which may result from devias
fions of the needle. First, antagonizing the
necertained errors by compensuting influences,
in the shape of local magnets or masses of soit
iron, s0 placed as to cause the needle to point
correctly, or nearly so. Second, swinging the
vessel in & position remote from extruneous in-
fluences, and carefully noting the deviations on
each int of the compass, which, aoted and
compiled in a rable of corrections, enable the
master to calculate bis trne course tu much the
sune munner as he calculates time by his chro-
vometer, knowing the rate,

Of the merita of the two systems we make no
comparison, for while either may afford correct
indications at the place where the vessel 15
swuug, hoth are subject to be controlled by
maenetic influences of so varying a nature to
debar us from plecing imrlmit contidence in
either, The tabular method may be the means
of accumulating mportant data for future eoms-
parison, and were the corrections by compen-
sation always srrunged at the same place, and o
careful record of each vessel kept, It would be
the means of accumulating s store of facts for
future use and relerence.

Provision for u correct knowledge of the errors
of the compass should begin with the ship-
builaer, who may do much to neutralize the
ellects of the inherent magnetism of vessels, It
kecms now to be demonstrated that vessels
thould be built, as {ar as practicable, with their
sterns or bows to the south, and metalled o
reveree position, The binnacle should be remote
from any upright msesses of iren, masts, or fun-
nels, and not over honzontal beams of iron.
The ehipmaster ehonld make himself familiar
with the local causes of deviation of the needle;
and, while using elther the [:]nu of compensation
or of tabular corrections, should be constantly
on the watch for the varlous countersoting in-
fluences to which hiz vessel may be exposed, by
change of latitude, by proximity to coasts, by
heeling to port or etarboard, or by the inftuence
ol cargo having magnetic powar,
Constant care and watehtulness are required of
the inteligent commander, in this a5 well as hir,
other duties, und 1f in doubt as to his position e
should slways head off shore until assured of hia
reckoning. The observance of this grmaul.ion
would have saved s number of valuable Vessels
recently lost on our consts, as well as many lives,

Liebeg’s Method of Making Coffoa,
Baron Liebeg, in the lost number of the Loa-
don Popuiar Science Review, gives the following
account of his method of muking coffee, by
which, bie suys, the full Suvor of the berry is
preserved: — !

"The usun! quantities both of coffes snd water
are to be retained; a tin measure containin
hall an ounce of green berries, whon filled mtg
roasted ones, 18 generally sumficlent for two
snl cups of cgiice of moderaio strength, or
one, 80 called, luree breakiast cup—one pound
of grecn berries, equel to siftesn ounces, yleld-
lng after ronsting, twenty-four tin mensures of
hall ounce for forty-clght small cups of coffee.
“With three-fouiths of the colfee to be em-

mauy other things may be substifuted at plea-
sure, Hence itt:gmm nt Il wulhe t‘l)wm.uo:u
made from roasted chicory, earrols, or baet-root,
the slightest quantity of coffee be added, few

rsons detect the difference.  This scoounts for
he grent difiusion of each such substitute, A
dark mixture, with an empyrenmatioal insta,
most people fney to be cofive, For tea there
aré no substitutes, beceuse everybody knows
whal renl tea I8 ke,

“Heating qualitles have genorally been attri-
butea to coffes, ane for this reason it is avoided
by many people; however, these henting quali-
ties belong to the volatile prodocts called jorth
by the desicuction of the soluble parts of the
berries in the process of roasting, Collee pre-
parcd in my manner I8 not hewing, and 1 have
found that it may be wken after dinoer without
disturbing the digestion—a citoumstance which,
with me st least, alwaye takes place after the
enjovment ol strongly roasted coffice.

“For epecial cases, such ws journeys and
marcheg, where it is impossible to be birdened
with the neceseary machines for rossting and
grinding, cetice may be carried in n powdersd
torm, and Is aromatic properties preserved hy
the following prooess:—Oue pound of the roasted
berries are reduced to powder and fmmedintely
wetted with n gy rup of sugar, obtained by Fourlu;z
on three ounces of sugar two ouneces of water,
and Jetting them stand a few minutes, When
the powder s thoroughly welted with the syrup,
two ounces of powdered sugar ure to be added,
mixed well with It, and the whole is then to be
spread out lu thesir to ary. The sugar locks
up the volatile parts of the coffee, g0 that when
it i dry they cannot esenpe.  1f cotlee 18 now to
be made, cold waler 18 w0 be poured over a
certain guantity of the llwml” and made to boil,
Ground coffee prepared m this way, sod which
Iny exposed to the sir for one wonth, yielded,
on being boiled, us good a beverage us one made
ol Ireshiy rorsted borries.”
